I took Poſſeſſion, of the Ship, Mr. Bailey being

fon, and the Election coming on, I buſied myſelf 
extreamly in his Intereſt,” as is publickly known to 
moſt Peoplg there: The Election being over, I 
found Things to take quite a. different Turn, tho? 
no Body more aſſiduous than I was; the Ship be- 
ing now loaded; and down at Port Royal, Men 
extreamly ſcarce, a Winter's Paſſage and an old 
Ship, I applied myſelf to Mr, Bailey, and aſked 
him what he purpoſed to allow the People for the 
Run ; he told me, for Foremaſt Men nine Guineas 
and five Gallons of Rum: I inform'd him it was 
impoſſible to get them (for, as I obſerved be- 
fore, they were very ſcarce) however, I uſed all 
poſſible Endeavours to get Men but could not; I 
informed Mr. Bailey thereof, who reply'd, he 


would get them himſelf, and deſired me for to come 


and ſettle Accounts' with him: Accordingly I 
waited on him the 22d of O#ober, and told him I 
came to ſettle with him purſuant to his Orders, 
and after waiting ſome Hours, and he taking 
no more Notice, told him if he was buſy I 
would wait on him another Time, having Buſi- 
neſs of my own to ſettle, and bur little Time up- 
on my Hands; at laſt he was pleaſed to admit 
me to his Preſence, where we differed extremely, 
he having obliged me to keep a Table for the 
two Mates, and (with much Difficulty) allowed 
me only Fifteen Pounds to lay in Sea Stores for him, 
it irritated me much, and obliged me, contrary to 
my Diſpoſition, to treat Mr. Bailey with ſome In- 
difference : I gave him to underſtand, that I was not 
unzcquainted that he had made an Offer of the Ship 
to Capt. Colt, Capt. Paul Barvil, Capt. Kelly, and 
alſo to Capt. Broten, who brought the Ship from Phi- 
tndelphin, but they all rejected the Command of her, 
which I would have done myſelf, only having that 
Subſcription carried on in Mæſtmoreiand, obliged me

to take the Command of her, to let my Friends ſee 
Las willing to embrace the firſt Opportunity that 


would tend to my Advantage, not being able to 


ſhip Seamen under Twelve Guineas; inform'd Mr.

York, which had 
been out twenty-ſix Days. Nov. 22, A great Sea 
from the North Weſt, which occaſion'd the Ship 
to labour much, handed the Mainſail, and ſplit the 
Main-top-maſt Stay-fail ' which | blew to Pieces. 
Nov. 24, This Morning we miſs'd James Rampbaw, 
ſearch'd between Decks fore and aft, but could not 
find him, who we judged from the ſtricteſt Exa- 
' mination from all the People on board, and his 
being fo inſenſibly intoxicated the preceding Night, 
had been ; unfortunately waſh*d over board by a 
Sea, as we ſhipt ſeveral in the firſt Watch. + 
VN. B. Upon my enquiri g of Gatharath after the 
Boy, he told me, He ten heard him threaten 
to jump over board; aſking him why he did nor 
inform me of it, he replied, That he imagin'd I 
had known it. Nov. 26, Employed in fitting two 
- Pair of preventure Shrouds for the Fore-maſt, our 
of Part of a Haulſer that Capt. Dalton had ſpar'd 
us. Nov. 28, The People began to recover. Nov. 
29, At nine in the Morning to our great Surprize 
and Joy, the Boy James Ramſhaw whom we ſup-

(as he ſaid) for fear of being puniſh'd for getting

Dec, 4. The People employ'd in getting the 
Mahogany from the Steerage to the Fore-caftle, 
in order to trim the Ship (ſhe being by the Stern) 
uſed me very ill on Account of the Labour 
it cauſed them. Dec. 6. At Ten in the Fore- 
noon, ſpoke with a Sloop from New York to 
| Guinea ; the Mates both neglecting. their Warch. 
| Dee. 7.

Dee. 7. At Nine in the Forenoon, our Main Tye - 
broke, and reeved a new- one; both the Mates 
continued to uſe me with ill Language; and Ro- 
berts {wore he would work no more, if he was 
Hurried : I was this Nay taken very ill, and con- 
; fined to my Bed. Dec. 8. Mr. Gatharath came 
and inform'd me, they had loſt Sight of the Snow, 
Captain Dalton, that we had been in Company 
with ever ſince the 31ſt of Ofober. Dec. gth and 
10th, We had hard Gales of Wind, and a great 
Sea, the Ship labouring, and making much Wa- 
cer in the upper Works, with a great Sea from 
North-Weſt. Dec. 11. The Weather more mgde- 
rate, I unſhipp'd the Windleſs, and laſnh'd it to the 
Ring Bolts on Deck, caulk'd the Cheeks, and par- 
celled the Seams, caulk*d the Gallows Pins, and par- 
cell'd round them, the Ship leaking all over her 
upper Deck, which I endeavour'd to ſtop at all 
Opportunities. Dec. 12. 1 employed the Men in 
caulking the Decks, and parcelling the Seams, miſs'd 
the Pitch Pot with all the Roſin in it, which made 
me conclude ſome of the People had thrown it 
- overboard, as I had ſeen it a few Hours before: 
Inform'd the People they ufed me very ill; and I 
look'd upon them as Pyrates. I puniſhed Jobn 
Murray, by beating him with the End of the Mizen 
Top- ſail Brace, finding him drunk, faſt aſleep, and 
| behaving in a mutinous, impudent, and unruly 
Manner; a great Sea following us, continued to 
ſhip much Water, but find the Ship not ſo leaky. 
Dec. 16. and 17. Strong Gales, and · ſqually Winds, 
lay to under a Mainſail. Dec. 18. I found the 
Strap about the Boltſprit for the dead Eye of the 
Bobſtay gone, fix'd another, and ſet the Stay up. 
Dec. 21. and 22. A confuſed Sea, ſtrong Gales and 
{qually Weather with Rain: At Six in the Morning, 
lower'd the Fore-yard half Maſt down, and kept 
| the

the Ship before the Sea, ſhe labouring much, all 
Hands conſtantly at the Pump, the Deck full of 
Water: At Ten, furl'd the Mainſail, blowing 
a freat of Wind, the Sea making a Breach over us, 
I ſerved the People ſeverally with Drams and Mix- 
ture to encourage them' to work. Dec. 23, Conti- 


nues to blow a Storm of Wind and a great Sea; 1 


ſerved the People with Drams and Mixture as be- 


fore. About Three in the Afternoon HVilliam 


Wham, having made a Complaint to me, that Ke- 
neth Haſſeck had ſtole from him a Note of Hand, 
and a Bottle of Rum; James Smout and Fohn. Hunt 


came alſo and complain'd he had ſtole a Bottle 


of Rum from each of them, with which he had got 
very drunk; I order'd the ſaid Haſſacꝶ to be call'd 
upon Deck, and finding him in the Condition, 
Wham had related, I order'd him to be ſeiz'd to 
the Quarter Deck Rail until he was ſober: The 
Mate came ſoon after and informed me Heſſack 
wanted to go and eaſe himſelf, I replied, By all 
Means let him go, but take Care that he gets no 
more Liquor, and make him faſt again. About 
Six o'Clock I came upon Deck, aſk'd Gatbarath 
how the Water was, as the Ship was leaky, he an- 
ſwer'd, very moderate: Turning about to ſee if 
Heoſſack was there, I found him making a Motion to 
fit down, although I had order'd him to ſtand ; and 
imagining he did it out of Ridicule to me, after par- 
leying with him ſome Time to -no Purpoſe, I took 
the Croſs Jagg Brace, and gave him two or three 
Strokes a-croſs his Backſide, he having at that 
Time a Pair of Duck Trouſers on; atterwards I 
order'd the People to ſet the Main Top- ſail, went 
over to ſee them haul Home the Lee-ſheet, and on 
turning towards Hoſſack, found by his Countenance 
that he was apparently in great Agonies; on which 
I inſtantly call'd for a Knife ro cut him looſe, and 

call'd

call'd out I believ'd the Man was dead, had him 
immediately carried down, and endeavour'd to 
bleed him, but finding his Blood congeal'd, could 
not do it after ſeveral Attempts. Dec. 24 and 25, 
Still continue hard Gales' and ſqually Weather, the 
Ship ſo leaky I was oblig'd to keep all Hands up 
to the Pump; at Eight in the Morning ſhe making 
more Water than we could pump out, haul'd up 
the Foreſail, and kept her before the Sea under the 
Mainſail to eaſe her Bows. Continuing ſtill fo 
leaky we could not ſpare Hands from the Pump to 
examine the Sails and Rigging, the Sea making a 
Paſſage over us; Peter Bright and John Grace very 
BM ill, I ferv'd the People with Drams and Mixture as 
| before. Dec. 26, Hard Gales and a great Sea; 
i} all Hands at the Pump, but in general they were 
| | very faucy and troubleſome, that obliged me to 
n be very ſtrict over them; William Wham was very 
= Ill, the Crew in general made Complaint to me of 
| Wham, who they faid only ſhammed ſick ; when 
I came to him he ſaid he was very ill of the Rheu- 
matiſm, when 1 order'd him to his Cabbin, and 
= ſent him hot Wine, which much diſpleaſed the 
= = - Crew. Dec. 27. The Weather continues bad, the 
TY People in general very troubleſome and ſaucy ; Pe- 
| EE ter Bright and John Grace were recover'd, having 
| feign'd ſick, and I found them always extream- 
| 4 ly drunk; as was likewiſe Villiam Wham, and 
| ſeveral others of the Ship's Crew: Wham uſed 
4 me extreamly bad, for which I rebuked him, 
and afl'd how he came ſo drunk; he then con- 
| feſſed he got Liquor of Mr. Roberts whom I had 
8 often deſired not to ſell any to the People, in- 
f forming him of the Danger we were in with ſuch 
a leaky Veſſel, that our Lives might be all loſt as 
well as. the Ship; with this Roberts damn'd me, 
knock'd me down, beat me while I was under 
10 him,

tim, and ſaid he'd lick me, and uſed me ſo ill, 
that I call'd for Aſſiſtance; Mr. Galbarath came 
and took me from him, his Finger being in my 
Mouth, had tore the Skin and Fleſh, he ſaid it 
ſhould be worſe for me if I troubled myſelf about 
him any more. Dec. 28, The Weather was more 
— found the Windleſs broke looſe, which 
had: brake the Boats laſhings; the People all very. 
drunl and unruly, in particular James Smout, Wil- 
liam N ham, Peter Bright, and Jobn Grace. In the 
Morning we had ſtrong Gales, the middle and 
latter Part of the Day was more moderate; I em- 
ployed the People in the Forenoon, in throwing 
the Nicaragua Wood out of the Fore Hold, the 
Ship being much diſabled. I found a Neck broke 
of a Bottle, which Grace and Bright uſed, to dip 
in the Bung of a Quarter Caſk of Rum; John 
Hunt being extreamly ill, I took him down into 
the Cabbin, gave him ſome Wine, and orderd 
to go to reſt, at which the other People were, 
much provek d. Dec. 29, The Weather mode- 
rate and cloudy, in the- — rho; all Hands were 
employed in throwing the Wood overboard. . I got 
John Murray to go with the Mate to ſtop ſome 
Tar. and Oakum, and nail a Piece of Board over a 
ole in the Stern; at Four we bore to the North 
ſt, and ſet the Foteſall: F inding one Pump to 
keep the Ship free, ſent ſome of the People to 
reſt, and went to ſleep myſelf about Two in 
che Morning. Mr. Gaibarath came and told me, 
they could not keep the Ship free, nor fetch 
the Weather Pump; 1 accordingly went up, ſound» 
ed, and. found the Water five Inches. aboye the. 
Rod, ferch'd the Weather Pump, and freed her i in, 
half an Hour; the Crew om board all drunk, at, 
which I, reprimanded them, and. call'd them Jazy, 
Raſcals ; ſent ſome of the People. to reſt at Ei 
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in the Morning, having ſet the Main-Topſail, and 
wore to the Southward. 1 went to teſt on a Bag 
of Cotton; ſoon after the People came and ſur- 
rounded me, and tied my Hands ; at which Time 
Fdefired they would let me go; but they anſwer'd, 

if they did, I ſhould be the Death of them by the 
Fatigue they had undergone, and being 
cloath'd: they ſhould be ſtarved ; f inform'd them, 
that their Fatigue ſeem'd almoſt over, (unleſs any un- 
foreſeen Accident ſhould happen) as we Jud — 
vered the Leak, and ſtopt it; it's true I was obliged 
with Reluctance to uſe them "with harſh Words, and 
ſevere Blows; however, they hearkened little t 
what I ſaid. When aſk'd, what Part they intended to 
ſteer? the Mates ſaid to the Weſtern ands; I in- 
form'd them, it was a bad Time of the Year for 
that Part, and would adviſe them to ſteer for Eng. 
land; and if they did not, it would be an Act ef 
Piracy: they continued living i in a riotous Manner, 
ordering Liquors and Proviſions to be brought qu 
Deck, we having Plenty at that Time on board. 

Sunday, Dec. 30. The firſt Part moderate and 
cloudy ; the middle and latter, freſh Gales with a 
great Sea; at Eight in the Morning they handed 
the Main-Topſail, could not make the Log and 
Obſervation agree; they got up a Cag of Rum, 
and made the People all drunk: I call'd to them, 
informing them they had proceeded in a very bad 
manner, in taking no Care of the Ship, ſhe being 


very leaky, the Foreſail beating to Pieces, and the' 


other Tackle not tort ; the Chief Mate immediately 


began to abuſe me, (as he had often done before) 


and faid he did not regard any thing I could ſay 
or do. Dec. 31. In the Morning, being at Eaſt- 
South-Faſt, with freſh Gales, I deſired them to trim 


the Sails; at Two in the Afternoon, they hauPd 


1 up, and brought too under the Main- 
*

ſail to the Southward: at Eight o Clock departed 
this Life John Grace, 1 
January 1. At Night the croſs Jack Yard came 
down on the Main Topſail Braces, as the Strap of 
the Slings- Block broke, and alſo the Laſhing of the 
Main Topſail Tye- Block on the Yard broke; the 
People complain'd of being much fatigued, and 
could not keep the Ship free with both Pumps; 
but the Reaſon was, they were got ſo exceſſively 
drunk, they did not keep the Log, nor any Watch 
the Mates inform'd me, the People in general were 
determin'd to make the firft Port ; they ſtill con- 
tinued to neglect their Duty, and would not regard 
my Orders in any Reſpect : I deſired they would 
mind their Log Book, and likewiſe the Compaſs, 
or they would make to no Port whatever. Ja- 
nuary 2, The firſt and latter Part we had little 
Winds; the middle, freſh Gales with Squals of 
Rain, and a great Swell of the South-Eaſt Quar- 
ter; at Four o'Clock in the Afternoon ſet the Fore» 
ſal, found the Foot Rope of the Foreſail broke, 
floper'd the ſame ; at Eleven ſprung up a Gale at 
N. N. W. got the Croſs Jack Yard down, moſt of 
the People faſt aſleep or drunk, and no Buſineſs 
was minded ; they denied me Tinder, Matches or 
Candles, &c. in the Night, though they all knew 
they muſt depend on my Obſervations for their 
ſteering : Never was any Man in my Situation ſo 
uſed and abuſed by a Pack of unruly Fellows ; and 
what I ſaid they never regarded, but continually 
giving me ſaucy Anſwers, and bad Language, 
January 3. We had freſh Gales of Wind, and Squals 
of Rain, our Foreſail ſeparated! about three Cloths 
from the Foot Rope; at Six in the Afternoon they 
haul'd off the Lee-ſheet of the Fore Mainſail, the 
Rigging was much out of Repair, a great Sea, and 
the Ship labour'd much, the People all drunk 13 
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mad. Jan. 4. Freſh Gales' and cloudy ; the Sea 
beat much upon us, the Crew got up a Cag of 
Rum to regale themſelves as before; no one mind- 
ing the Sails, Se. I calld the Mate, deſired him to 
ſet the Foretopſail, which he refuſed to do. Ja- 
nary 5. Freſh Gales and fair; at Three this Af - 
ternoon the Foreſail ſplit up the middle, kept the 
Ship E. N. E. a Quarter of an Hour, and cut the 
Foreſail from the Yard, a great Sea Weſtern board, 
they put the old Foreſail into the Cabbin; I de- 
fired them to get the other to the Yard, but their 
Reply was, They had been up all Night at the 
Pumps and fo fatigu'd, they were not able to ſplice 
our Rigging, or bend a Foreſail, and ſaid the 
Ship at that Time being very leaky, they could 
ſcarce keep her free with both Pumps; but this 
I looked upon only as an idle Excuſe, as there 
had been only one Pump for ſome Time : I ad- 
viſed them ſeveral Times to ſet the Foreſail, or 
we ſhould all be loft, but being all drunk they did 
not regard what I jaid. On the 6th, The Weather 


moderate, ſometimes calm with much Rain, with a 


great ſwell from the Weſt; at Five in the After- 
noon the Main Yard came down, which broke the 
Starboard Lift of the Topfail Yard, which lie on 
the Cap, having no Halyard Block on the Yard. 
Departed this Lite Petcr Bright. On the 7th, We 
had much Rain and a confuſed Sea; I found by 
the Mates they were reſolved for the Weſtern I-

Jan. 8, We had freſh Gales of Wind, ſome 
Showers of Rain ;' at half an Hour paſt Three i in 
the Afternoon, I found two Chain Plates broke, in 
the Starboard fore Chains, and two of the Shrouds 
gone at the Maſt Head; ſecur'd the Maſt by get- 
ting trap'd dead Eyes. laſht to the other Plates; 3 At 


Seven in tHe Evening we ſet the Mizen and Fore - 


ſtay Sail; their Proviſions now was almoſt gone, 
but no Notice taken of ſhort Allewance. They got 
up a Cag of Rum to regale themſelves, inſtead of 
taking Care of the Ship; the Mates inform'd me 
the People were up all Night at the Pumps and 
much fatigu'd, although at this Time they had = 
one hm 
Fan. , Moderate Gales and ſhow'ry Squals, we 
hanl'd down the Stayſails, the People ſtill at the 
Pump; I perſuaded them to fit their Rigging, and 
get their Sails in Order, that we might be able 
to hold Land, being near the Coaſt of Portugal. 

Jan. 10, Freſh Gales of Wind and ſhow' ry 
Squals, at One in the Afternoon we ſee a Sail to 
the South Weſt, made the Signal in Diſtreſs, and 
were to the S. W. after her. They taking no No- 
tice of us, at Four we hauPd to the Eaſtward, un- 
der the Fore-Topſail; at Seven we fat up the Fore 
and Mizen Stayſail, had a great ſwell on our 
Weather Beam, and put the People to three halt 
Pints of Water per Day, and roaſted Corn for them 
to eat inſtead of Bread. 

Jan. 11, Being now in great Diſtreſs, the Mates 
and the People ſeem'd much concern'd, I blam'd 
them for not taking my Advice before; defired

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them to mend the Rigging, and put the Sails in 


order, put the People to Allowance of half a Bulge 


tor Twenty four Hours. 
Jau- 12. They reev'd the Main-Gier to fy 
the Main Yard ; the Ship kept free with only one 
Pump ; freſh Gales and cloudy Weather ; they 
fpliced our Main Yard, unbent the Main Top fail, 
which they ſaid had farigued them much, 
Jan. 13.

All which is granted; therefore I ſhall from the 
Author's own Words convince the Publick, that 
the Captain az an experienced Sailor, could never 
be 'guilty of ſuch a Miſapplication of Sea Phraſes, 


and new coin'd Words, as the Doctor has put into 


his Mouth ; for who ever heard of ſuch Sea Terms 
as <* Chipping, Gaſkills, Requiſites, Preliminaries, 
and 'Tillow ;* there are no ſuch Appurtenances 
appertaining or belonging to a Veſſel. ; 

In the 23d Page he tells us, The Veſſel was 
< three and twenty Inches deep in the Water ;* this 
ſhews the Author could not carry much Sail, (Senſe 
I mean) this ſurely overſets him: And in Page 28. 
he endeavours to deſcribe the Condition the Ship was 
in © The aft through the Yard lay on the Cap, the 
Lanyard of the Topmaſt Backſtay were all loſt 
© fore and aft;* mere Stuff, neither Reading nor 
Writing; and he ought to be rated only Ordinary 
all the Voyage. : 
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
